A Greater Peace 


Sixteen of Raymond’s twenty 
Rotarians moat of them with 
their wives, motored to Leth¬ 
bridge Monday night, to hold 
their regular meeting in con¬ 
nection .with the Lethbridge 
Rotary Club and listen to an 
inspiring talk by International 
President Tom Davis, who came 
bv plane from Calgary, on his 
way to Seattle to talk to the 
Lethbridge Raymond and Card- 
ston Clubs. The Marquis Hotel 
dining rooms were crowded with 
interested listeners who gather¬ 
ed for the event. 

Most of President Tom’s talk 
was on his visit to the British 
Isles and the wain ton, unnecess¬ 
ary and evil destruction that 
had been wmught there bv the 
Nazi bombing forces. and of the 
fine apirit and determination to 
wj n of the English people who 
through it all looked to the dav 
when peace would lie won and 
a greater Britain rise out of 
the ashes of the present slaugh¬ 
ter and destruction. 

He had visited Liverpool Lon¬ 
don, Birmingham, Coventry, 
Candiff, Swanses, Glasgow, Edin 
burgh and many other cities 
and had been received warmly 
bv Government officials and 
Rotary officers in everv place. 
He had visited the great ship 
yards, th« docks, railway stat¬ 
ions, .parks, and so on to view 
the destruction that had taken 
place and repeatedly he arid 
“the havoc wrought, and luc 
effect on the people beggar de¬ 
scription,’ and yet, said the 
peaker “I didn’t find a man, 
woman or child, who had been 
beaten in spirit in the least bv 
all this, and every Britisher was 
would come and the rebuilding 


looking for the day when peace 
could commence.” 

President Tom said “a people 

In his concluding remarks 
who will not be beaten, can not 
be beaten.” The British people 
will not be beaten and they are 
looking to the peoples of Canada 
and the United States to labor 
unceasingly to strengthen their 
hands for the hour of final tri¬ 
umph when the poweifc of evil 
shall be beaten. Rotary’s job, 
said Tom is to guide the think¬ 
ing of the world to a plane 
where international disputes 
will be settled by arbitration 
and not by war, and where this 
ugly thing, this outmoded thing, 
called war will be outlawed not 
by laws passed bv governments, 
but by the demands of a people 
who love peace and who want 
to live in peace and internationa 1 
understanding and good will 
with their fellow men. 

In passing the speaker stated 
that Rotary was growing everv 
day. Despite the fact that Rot¬ 
ary Clubs in 15 belligerent nat¬ 
ions had been asked to cease 
operations, Rotary today had 
5,070 Cubs with a comliined 
membership of more than 210,- 
000 legal professional and out¬ 
standing men in these 5,070 
communities, and it was a force 
that was making itself felt for 
good throughout the world. The 
large crowd stood amidst a vig¬ 
orous handclap as a tribute to

ancing of same, deliveries of 
milk and so on. 

E.E. Jensen enumerated some 
of the information that must 
lie provided Dominion and Pro¬ 
vincial Governments bef ore 
’ uilding permits and operating 
license^ will be issued, also gave 
statistics of production of Glen¬ 
wood plant and said that he had 
been in communication with sup 
ply houses who had assured him 
they would do their very best 
to supply cans, and he felt, lie- 
cause of the nature of the enter 
prise the Dominion Government 
would aid in obtaining the eq¬ 
uipment.
